Sacramento honors 
Chinese rail workers 


"Without the 12,000 Chinese 
workers storming the Sierras，the 
Big Four would have still been sell- 
ing Pots and pans!”declared Pres- 
ident Philip Choy of the Chinese 
Historical Society of America，in 
paying tribute to the Chinese work- 
ers Whose indomitable courage en- 
abjes the completion of the Central 
Paciftc Railroad. The occasion was 
a Sacramento ceremony on May 9 
commermorating the completion of 
the transcontinental railfoad. 

Choy's remarks came during the 
unyveiling of a bronze blaque dedi- 
cated to the humble Chinese_labor- 
ers，and which will eventually be 
installed in a museum in the cabital 
city，the western terminus of the 
C.P. The unveiling, was bart of the

Program of the local Golden Spike 
Centennial observances held at the 
city's S.P. Depot and attended by a 
Sun-baked crowd of some 400, many 
dressed in period costumes of the 
1800's. 

Choy went on to point out that 
100 years ago, the Chinese were not 
even given recognition for their 
role, much less invited to sit on the 
speaker's platform. But today the 
Chinese made up for it， with repre- 
sentatives from the Chinese commu- 
nities of San Francisco and Sacra- 
mento being honored with practi- 
cally half the places on the stage6. 
However，strictly sbeaking, the cou- 
rageous Chinese Pioneers are the 
only ones truly deserving of and 
beftting this honor. 

Other Chinese spokesmen who 
eulogized the early Chinese from the 
podium included the Chinese con- 
Sul-general of San Francisco; Thom- 
as Chinn，Executive Director of the 
Chinese Historical Society; Dennis 
Wong, president of the Chinese Six 
Companies; and H. Wong of the 
Chinese Consolidated Benevolent 
Association of Sacramento. 

The remainder of the program 
included speeches by the mayor of 
the City of Sacramento and Con- 
SIessman Moss from Sacramento， 
and the unveiling of another blaque 
by the American Society of Civil 
Engineers dedicated tO the_ Central 
Paciftc Railroad. 


reader will see a large bart of the 
land enclosed by a triangle formed 
by San Francisco， Stockton，and 
Sacramento marked: “Swamp and 
overflowed.” These are“tule lands” 
consisting of deposits of muck 
formed from a mixture of fiver- 
carried sedirnent and decayed vege- 
table matter resulting from the im- 
mense growths of grasses and tule 
reeds in the lowlands along the 
9Sacramento and San Joaquin Rivers. 
In the Sacramento-San Joaquin 
River delta alone，there were more 
than 200,000 acres of these waste- 
lands. 

Californaia landowners were well 
aware of the botentialities of the 
rich soll of the tule swamps，Al- 
ready，in the early 1850's，some 
farmers had begun the use of Chi- 
nese labor to wrest the tule lands 
from the waters of the Sacramento 
River. In 1852 and 1853 land- 
Owner Reubin 开 ercheval，hired a 
motley crew of Chinese, Indians and 
Hawaiians to build 12 miles of 
Jevee on the north side of Grand 
Jsland in the delta region. However， 
a chronic scarcity of available labor 
and capbital was to hamper reclama- 
tion efforts for the next decade and 
a half after this promising Staft. 


$1.00 AN ACRE 

In 1808 the state legislature Vir- 
tually 8gave away the.tule lands， 
when it removed any acreage limits 
and sold the land for $1l1 to $1.25 
Per acre. With visions of the super- 
.profits to be made from the sale of 
teclaimed tule lands，large corpora- 
tions were formed to buy up the 
swamps，with one combpany alone， 
the Tide Land Reclamation Co.， 
coming into control of approxi-

mately 120,000 acres. Draining 
and recljamation of the tule swamps 
now pbroceeded ,apace， It so hap- 
pened that at this time，many Chi- 
nese were jleaving the depleting 
gold mines，thus forming a cheap 
and willing labor pool; later im- 
migrants augmented the number of 
available workers. These tough and 
industrious Chinese laborers were 
ideal for the hard physical labor re- 
qulired for the work on the tule 
]ands. 

Levees were the chief means for 
liberating the marshy tracts _ from 
the river. As an example, in 1868 a 
force of 200 Chinese reclaimed 14,- 
000 watery acres on Shertman Is- 
land by building 49 miles of levees. 
A ditch was ftrst dug around the 
Periphetry of the island:; the removed 
Earth was then used build a 
levee _ between the di 杀 and the 
Tiver bank, forming a cordon around 
the tract， After the levee was fin- 
ished，the encircled tule land was 
drained，dried and Prepared for 
blanting. 


$1.00 PER DAY 

Chinese labor was used almost 
exclusively in levee consttruction. 
After- ;the engineer Planned the 
Work and made his estimates，Chi- 
nese coOntractors Were called in to 
take contracts for the work at stip- 
ulated rates. The contractors in tutn 
hired their countrymen for the 
labor. In _ this fashion，the engineer 
dealt excjlusively with the contrac- 
tor and paid him a lump sum for 
the work done. 


Ihe usual wage of a Chinese 
]aborer was $1 per day. Sometimes， 
however，he was Paid 10c for each 
cubic yard of earth dug. On large 
projects the Chinese would work 
gangs of about 100 men each，

ing embankments，Planting Anus-
